Before you 
sign the contract check to see 
that the following items are 
included: 
1. The Specifications of the 
service to be performed 
2. The type and amounts of 
the materials needed to 
complete the job 
3. The starting and comple- 
tion dates 
4. The total cost of the work 
contracted and any fi- 
nance charges, including 
the schedule of payments 
(monthly, one complete

payment, etc.) 

5. The warranty or guaran- 
tee on the work—insist 
that it be written out in 
detail as to what is and 
what is not covered 

Your final step is to sign the 
contract. However, NEVER 
sign a contract that has any 
blank spaces in it. Don’t 
submit to pressure salesman- 
ship; take your time in making 
a final decision. If- your 
contract is for a very large sum 
of money, it may be wise to 
have a lawyer look it over 
before you sign it. After you 
have signed the contract, 
obtain and keep a signed copy 
for your records.

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fungus too can prove harmful. 

Hf the infestation is light, it is 
best to pick the scale off by 
hand; making sure that they 
are destroyed afterwards. In 
more-severe Cases, spraying is 
necesseary. Malathion and 
Sevin are the insecticides 
recommended for use. Direc- 
tions are printed on the label. 

To test the spray’s effective- 
ness, split one of the Scales in 
half. If alive, its inner body is 
bright red. If dead, it will be a 
rust brown color. Spraying 
should be done at two week 
intervals if not effective the 
first time. 

It is important to note that 
control of this insect must be a 
community effort, for Scale is 
easily transmitted from one 


yard to another.
